Claims 10, 12, 13, 44-55 are now currently pending in this application. Claims 12, 48- 
55 are now under consideration. Claims 10, 13, 44-47 remain withdrawn from consideration as 
being drawn to non-elected invention. 

Applicant's response filed on 6-18-07 has been considered but NOT ENTERED, as it 
raises new issues and requires the Examiner to institute new rejections/new arguments and a 
new search. The amendment has not been entered for the following reasons; 

In response to the previous Final Rejection, appUcants have filed a set of new claims. 
These new claims if entered, requires the Examiner to first of all perform a new search (for 
reasons of record) and make new rejections and new arguments in support of his rejections. 

First, the newly filed claims introduce a new limitation in claims 56 and 65 such as "the 
polypeptide expressed from the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID N0:6" which was never 
presented before. Because of the introduction of a new SEQ ID NO in the claims. Examiner will 
be required to establish a new search for SEQ ID N0:6. All through the prosecution, claims 
were limited to the polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 5 only. 

Next, new claim 56 recites another new limitation such as '"'wherein said substance for 
making a bakery product is suitable for use in food stuff , which was never presented before. 
Because of this new limitation, Examiner will have to make new arguments to support his 
current rejections or rewrite entire rejections. 

Next, applicants have also presented new claims 57, 61 and 59, .63 which recite a new 
limitation that the polypeptide "does not contain a leader sequence" and such polypeptides have 
the "amino acid sequence of amino acids 29-213 of SEQ ID NO:5'* which were never presented 
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in previous claims. In view of this, Examiner will be required to perform a new search as well as 
change his arguments in his current rejections or rewrite entire rejections. 

In view of all the above reasons, the amendment filed on 6-18-07 has not been entered. 
All previous rejections are maintained for reasons of record. 

In another unrelated matter, Examiner requests applicants to change the title of the 
invention. As of now the title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.
